IN SENATE. 

There were no proceedings of any impor- 
tance — ft few local bills being passed, and 
messages between the two Rouses and the 
Governor, in relation to enrolled and ap- 
proved bills. 

Aud then the Senate adjourned until 
Wednesday, Nov. 27ih, 1861. 

IN HOUSE. • 

The House met at 8^ o’clock, pursuant to 
adjournment. 

No minister was present this morning to 
open the House witu prayer. 

The reading of the journal of yesterday 
was dispensed with. 

Mr. Bush offered the following resolu 
tion, viz : 

Wrikeas, j. W. South, tb« present lessee «nd keeper

W. South of such sums of money as he may 
need for the pnrposes ai'oresald, not exceeding Sj.liVO, for 
the term ef one year, at the rate of six per cent, jier 
annum in'crest thereon, taking from him bonds aud 
good security lor the sanie. 

The rules were dlspeuEed with, and the 
resolution taken up and adapted. 

Mr. Bush offered the following resolution, 
(Mr. Tevis being in the chair,) which was 
unanimously adopted, viz :

McGeorge Committee 
discharged from its consideration. 

A message from the Senate was received, 
announcing the passage of several House 
bills; the passage of a Senate bill, and the 
concnrrence of the Senate in a House reso- 
lution to take a recess from 12 o’clock this 
day, until the Wednesday after the fourth 
Monday of November, (being the 27:h of 
November.) 

An act supplemental to an act for the 
benefit of Lewis, Hensley, Todd and Sayres, 
reporters [Includes S Harney and J. S. 
Wallace in the provisions of the bill ] Passed. 

Mr. Bacheller reported several House and 
Senate bills, and the recess resolution cor- 
rectly enrolled; they were signed by the 
Speaker, and delivered to the committee, to 
be sent to the Senate, 

A message from the Senate was received 
by Mr. Hawkins, Assistant Clerk, announc- 
ing their concurrenoe in a series of resolu- 
tions from this House, “in relation to neu- 
trality, &c.” [These are the resolutions 
offered some time since by Mr. Jacob, re- 
ferred to the committee «n Federal Relations, 
and bj that committee reported to the House 
ati passed ] 

Mr. Huston moved that a committee be 
appointed to act with a Senate committee, 
to inform the Governor that the two Houses 
of the General Assembly will be ready to 
take a recess at 12 o’clock this day, and to 
inquire of him if be has any farther com. 
manication to make to the General Assembly. 
.Adopted, and Messrs. Huston, Allen and 
Bush were appointed. 

Mr. Bicheller reported sundry bills cor 
reefy enrolled. They were signed by the 
Speaker, and delivered to the committee, to 
te presented to the Senate. 

A message from the Senate was received 
by Mr. Hawkins, Assistant Clerk, that the 
Senate had received official information, 
that the Governor had approved and signed 
a number cf bills which originated in the Sen- 
ate. Also, the passage of a Senate bill, 
declaring Annie £ Robinson the heir at 
law of Dr. Henry C. and Mary £. Catlett. 
Said bill was taken up and passed. 

A message from (he Governor was received 
by Mr. Gaither, Secretary of State, that he 
had approved and signed sundry bills and 
resolutions, which criginaied in this House. 
[Among these bills is the general appropri. 
all on bill.] 

A message from the Senate wis received, 
informing this House, that the Governor 
had informed the Senate, that he had ap- 
proved and signed the Senate resolution in 
relation to the Bank of Louisville 
Mr. Heady — A bill to give married wo- 
men half the income of their husband’s 
property, iic. Referred to the committee 
on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Huston, from the committee to wait 
upon the Governor, reported that the Gov- 
ernor informed the committee that he had 
no farther cammunioaiion to make to the 
General Assembly, but he wished the mem- 
bers a safe return to their homes. 

The Speaker, (at the hour cf 12 o’clock.) 
delivered a valedictory address, and pro- 
noutoed the House aJjournel until Wed 
nesday, the 27t b day of No vember, 1861.

TELEGR APHIC. 

Washington, Oot. 4. — The following is 
the reealt of inquiries to day in ofioial 
quarters: 

The charges preferred by Col F. P. Blair 
against Major General Fremont on the 26:h 
of Septeml^r have not yet reached Wash- 
ington. Accordiag to the rekised Army 
^gulations, copies are required to be 
transmitted through the superior officer, 
which in this case is General Frement 
himself. A copy of the charges, however, 
has been received, to be filed in the event 
that Gen. Fremont himself should neglect 
or decline to transmit the original dccu 
ment to the War Department. 

In response to a requisition of General 
Fremont for a Quartermaster for the Wes- 
tern Department, Brigadier General Mo- 
Kinstry haring taken the field. Major A1 en 
has been appointed to that position. 

It is further ascertained that Brigadier- 
General Sherman will take command of the 
Department of Kentucky. The delicate 
state of General Anderson’s health alone 
renders this arrangement necessary. 

There seems to be no doubt that General 
Fremont will be superceded. No official 
notification has been given of this fact. 
General Wool, it is thought by those well 
informed in military circles, will proceed 
to the west under specifio instructions, and 
it is thought that he will Eupercede General 
Fremont. No positive information is de- 
rivable cn the subject. 

The Resolute ran ashore under the bat- 
tery at Acquia creek, and was fired upon 
with shells. No one was injured. The 
sound of the drum and fife was heard con- 
tinually upon ihe shore terough Wednesday 
night. The cause of it was unknown. 

An army order has been issued announc- 
ing that all depredations upon private 
property will be severely p'jnished; that no 
remission for such outrages will ba exercised, 
and that the guards placed over such proper- 
ty will bs held responsible as the principals. 

A number of m'llitary gentlemen of Ohio 
have applied to Gjv. Dennison for the 
establishment of a camp in the vicinity of 
Cincinnati. It is proposed to establish an 
encampment, compriEing a brigade of 
Zouaves, six squadrons of picked cavalry, 
and a battery of eight rified cannon. 

The loyal citizens of Kansas have petition- 
ed the Government for military aid. They 
fear that, if Price is nut defeated in Missouri. 
Kaneas will fall into the hands of the rebels. 

The announcement that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment proposes sending an expedition 
against Mexico with a land force of 5 000 
men, to march to the city of Mexico, is 
looked upon here as mere brag. Should 
any such interference take place, our Oov- 
erement has determined to resist and 
promptly expel, with our army and navy, 
any force that may be directed against the 
neighboring republic of Mexico. 

Darsestown, Oot. 4. — At noon to-day all 
is reported quiet on the river line from the 
Point of Rocks the Great Falls. The ene- 
my have not made their appearance in any 
force since leaving the encampment oppo- 
site Muddy Branch yesterday morning. 

There has been a considerable movement 
among the Union troops in this vioinity to- 
day, but nothing to indicate any immediate 
advanoeor hostilities. 

The enemy’s recent movement towards 
Leetburg and the Point of Rocks is con- 
strued into astrategetic movement, and one 
not requiring the strengthening of any par- 
ticular point along this line ; besides, the 
present high stage of the water in the Po- 
tomac will for some days prevent the pas 
sage of tbe river. Our positions have been 
selected with so great care that no experi- 
enced officer would recommend crossing, 
even if practicable. If private intelligence 
is to be relied on, the enemy’s strongest po- 
sition is about 1] miles in the rear of Ma- 
nassas Junction, where it is represented 
that the entire available reserves of the 
rebels are concentrated. The bearer of 
this informaiion has receutly visited all the 
principal points from Richmond to Lees- 
burg, and has given many important details 
as to the numbers, peti icn, and resources 
of the lebeP, which are not proper to p’ab- 
lish. All former statements as to the pri- 
vations, discontent, and demoralizition of 
the rebel army are fully confirmed The 
officers still attempt to inflate tbe hopes of 
the soldiers that Washington will fall an 
easy prey to the chivalry of the South, but 
the recent successful expedition to Hatteras, 
and the progress of Gen. Rosecrans in Wes- 
tern Virginia, together with the scaioity of 
food, &c. are showing the dupes of poliiioal 
aspirants; that the days of the reign of 
the Southern tyranny are numbered. The 
soldiers and subalterns, and in many cases 
the officers of high grade, utter loud com- 
plaints against Virginia for not furnishing 
the materials and sinews of war, as promised 
through her partisan leaders. This infor- 
mant sincerely believes that delay is the 
surest and q iickest weapon to reduce the 
South to loyalty. 

St. Louis, Oct 4 

Capt. Real, of the Lexington Home 
Guards, and afterwards of Col. White’s 
Fourteenth Missouri Regiment, who escaped 
from the rebels on Monday last, has arrived 
here and confirms the evacuation of that 
place by Price’s army. General Harris’ 
division', 6,000 strong, crossed the river last 
Saturday, and when about six miles from 
Lexington they met a Federal force, said to 
have been under General Sturgis, when a 
battle ensued. Little is known of the affair, 
other tnau that Harris was driven back 
with the less of his transper’ation train and 
camp equipages. Harris reached the river 
about midnight closely followed by Sturgis, 
acd immediately began to transport his men 
across in ferry boats, under a galling fire 
of Federal muaketry. Many rebels swam 
the river in their impatience to get across, 
and spread exaggerated reports of Sturgis’ 
Etrength throughout the city. 

On Sunday evening, Price began to evac- 
uate the town, and his troops were con- 
stantly departing until 6 o’clock Monday 
evening, when the last regiment left. Capt. 
Read heard some rebels say they were going 
to Baker’s hill, a commanding eminence, 
eight miles Southwest cf Lexington, to 
fortify it and make a stand thi re. They 
seemed to think Fremont and Sigel were 
approaching with 40,000 men. Read says 
that Major S , Provost Marshal of Lex- 

ington, told him on Friday last, that 46,000 
rations were issued on that day. Sturges 
had not crossed the river up to Monday 
night, and nothing definite was known re- 
garding his strength. 

Baltimobk, Oot. 4. — The Union Exeentht 
Committee are preparing an address, pre 
senting the issues ef Union and disunion in 
forcible language. There will be no com- 
promise with disunionists. Howard is 
expected to decline the nomination for 
Governor. The Unionists assert that there 
will be a clear track for them. 

Wbst Chnstkb. Pa.. October 4. — At a 
great Union meeting at Hayesville, Chester 
county, on the 1st, a strong Union and 
patriotic letter was read from Ex.President 
Buchanan. I 



Washington, October 4. — General Wool, 
accompanied by two members of his staff, 
has reached Washington. 

The N. Y Commercial Advertiser’s special 
dispatzh says, the President declares this 
morning that General Wool is not to super- 
sede Fremont; that if he goes .to Missouri 
it is to examine the military situation and 
report. 

The National Republioan of this morning 
intimates that there will be a speedy advance 
of the Federal army. 

A private letter from Dearnestown says 
private 8. D. Martin, of 46th Pennsylvania 
shot Col. Knipe and his son, neither fatally.
